BERTA MINES TO 
WORK OVERTIME TO.

U.S. SUPPLY OF HARD COAL FOR 
CANADA; WILL NOT BE 
SUFFICIENT. 


Alberta mines must, be looked to for 
the bulk of. the coal used in western 
Canada next winter, according: to a 
statement credited to C. W.. Peterson, 
deputy fuel contriller at Ottawa, not- 
withstanding a report that arrange- 
ments have been made for bringing in 
a small proportion of American anthra- 
cite. Efforts have been made for the 
past two months to secure a guarantee 
of at least a partial supply of hard 
coal from the United States, and there 
is now an assurance that a_ small 
amount will be allowed to cross the 
border, It will not be nearly enough, 
however, to meet the demands likely 
to be made during the coming fall 
and winter, and the warning given out 
by the fuel controller to the people of 
Manitoba and Saskatchewan is to lose 
no time in stocking up Alberta coal 
against the time of possible need. 

“If any consumer fails to heed the 
warning of the fuel controller for Can- 
ada, and the provincial fuel adminis- 
trators,” says the statement from Mr. 
Patterson, “in regard to laying in as 
large a proportion as possible of their 
requirements for the coming winter 
during the summer time, when the 
transportation companies can handle 
the traffic they will do so at their own 
risk. 


SIXTY-TWO KILLED 
IN RAILWAY WRECK 


TERRIBLE CATASTROPHE AT 
GARY, IND., WHEN EQUIPMENT 
TRAIN CRASHED INTO A 
CIRCUS TRAIN 


Gary, Ind., June 23.—Sixty-two per- 
sons are known to be dead and 129 are 
in hospitals in Gary and Hammond to- 
night, as a result of the rear-end collis- 
ion at dawn yesterday between an 
equipment train and a Wallace-Hagen- 
bach circus train, on the Michigan 
Central railway, five miles west of 
Gary. Virtually all vctims were mem- 
bers of the circus. : 

Edward M. Hallard, general mana- 
ger of the circus, tonight issued a 
statement saying figures compiled in- 
dicated that probably 85 persons had 
been killed. He said a hasty tabula- 
tion of scattered employees showed 
60 missing in addition to the 25 iden- 
tified dead. Most of the missing were 
said to be “razorbacks,” many of them 
negroes. F. S. Whipple, railroad 
trainmaster, also has been given up as 
dead. 

Parts of two bodies cremated in the 
furnace of tangled steel and timbers 
which was once the circus train were 
dug out tonight. The authorities said 
that if the death list is as great as‘esti- 
mated by circus men, the additional 
bodies probably were reduced to ash- 
es. An inquest will be held at Ham- 
mond tomorrow and Gustave Klauss, 
fireman of the train of empty Pull- 
mans, has been ordered brought to 
Hammond to testify. 

"We will have the engineer, Alonzo 
Sergeant, present when we are ready 
for him,” was all Deputy Coroner 
Green, of Lake County, would say, 
Sergeant is being held in Kalamazoo, 
Mich. Neither man was injured. Ac- 
cording to reports to local authorities, 
the circus train, which carried four 
sleepers, five stock cars, 15 flat cars, 
and a caboose, pulled part way into 
a switch and stalled there on account 
of a hotbox. The flagman went back 
on the maintrack and set fuses as a 
warning of danger. The circus train 
was in that position when the equip- 
ment train plowed into the sleepers. 
reducing them to a pile of twisted 
steel and timbers. Fire broke out al- 
most immediately and when rescuers 
reached the scene, the entire wreckage 
was in flames. Clowns, bareback 
riders, trapeze performers and acro- 
bats, many of them veterans in the 
circus world, perished in the first 
great crash. Other victims were suff- 
ocated and burned. 

Attempts of the Gary fire brigade 
to curb the flames were unsuccessful 
because of the lack of water supply 
in that district. Survivors struggled 
about the wreck, screaming for rela- 
tives or for friends, and only force 
prevented two or three men from rush- 
ing into the blazing mass. 

Hours after the crash, bodies char- 
red black, were still being recovered 
as the derricks of wrecking trains 
thinned out the debris. 

There were numerous physicians at 
the wreck, and later on in the hospi- 
tals. Joe Coyle, a clown, wept bitterly 
as he lay on a stretcher and told how 
his wife and two babies had joined’ 
him recently, after months of absence, 
and how all three had been crushed 
to death at his very side. 

“The kiddies had been so glad to 
See their daddy,” he said. “I wish 
I could have died with them.” ; 

Theatrical men from all over Amer- 
ica have offered assistance to the in- 
jured and to relatives of the dead. 
Plans were made for a lot in: which 
all unidentified victims will be buried. 
The sum of $25,000 in cash represent- 
ed by circus officers as being lost in 
the wreckage, was. recovered.

Wien 19 and 20 Years of Age. 
Harvest Leave. ‘ 
Leave of Absence on Ground of Extreme Hardship. 
Procedure to obtain Leave cf Absence. 


Men Ninetéen and Twenty Years of Age. 7 


_ It has come to the attention of the Government that there is a widespread 
Impression that young men of nineteen years, and those who became twenty 
since October 13, 1917, as well as those who may become nineteen from time to 
time and who have been or will be called upon to register under the Military 
Service Act, are to be immediately called to the colours. 

This impression is quite incorrect. No date has yet been fixed for calling 
upon such men to so report for duty, nor has the question been brought before 
the Cabinet for decision, In view of the need of labour on the farm, it is most 
unlikely that consideration will be given to the matter until after the harvest is 
over, although of course the Government’s action must be determined primarily 
by the military situation. 

There is no further obligation incumpent upon young men of the ages 
above mentioned who hz¥e registered or who do so here®ter, until they receive 
notice from the Registrars. 


Harvest Leave. * 


© Some enquiries have been received as to the possibility of granting harvest 
leave to such troops as may be in the country at that time. No definite assur- 
ance can be given on this point as advantage must be taken of ships as they 
sacs available. On the other hand, harvest leave will be given if at all 
possible. 


Leave of Absence on Grounds of Extreme Hardship. 


It is desired that the Regulations respecting leave of absence in cases of hard- 
ship should be widely known and fully understood. Such leave will be granted 
in two cases:— (a) where extreme hardship ariscs by reason of the fact that the 
man concerned is either the only son capable of earning a livelihood, of a father 
killed or disabled on service or presently in service overseas, or in training for 
such service, or undcr treatment after returning from overseas; or the only 
remaining of two or more brothers capable of earning a‘livelihood (the other 
brother or brothers having been killed or disabled on service, or being presently 
in service overscas, or in training for overseas or under treatment after his or 
their return from overseas) ; brothers married before 4th August, 1914, living in 
separate establishments and having a: child or children not to be counted, 
in determining the fact that the man is the “only” remaining son or brother; 
(b) where extreme hardship arises by reason of exceptional circumstances such as 
the fact that the man concerned is the sole support of a widowed mother, an - 
invalid father or other helpless dependents. ; 

It is to be noted that in all these cases the governing factor is not hardship, 
loss or suffering to the individual concerned, but to others, that is, members of 
his family or those depending upon him.

Procedure to obtain leave of absence. 


A simple system for dealing with these cases has been adopted. Forms of 
application have been supplied to every Depot Battalion and an officer of’ each 
battalion has been detailed whose duty it is to give them immediate attention. 
The man concerned should on reporting to his unit state that he desires to apply 
for leave of absence on one or more of the grounds mentioned and his application 
form will then be filled out and forwarded to Militia Headquarters, Ottawa. In 
the meantime, if the case appears meritorious, the man will be given provisional 
leave of absence for thirty days so that he may return home and continue his 
civil occupation while his case is being finally disposed of.

REPORT OF ASSASSINATION OF 
NICHOLAS CONFIRMED 
BY KIEV DISPATCH. 


DEER BRANCH,» 


Paris, June 27.—A dispatch from 
Kiev under date of Wednesday, June 
26, declares that the report of the ass- 
assination of Former Emperor Nich- 
olas of Russia: has been confirmed. 
It is declared he was killed by Bol- 
sheviki troops during their retreat on 
Yekaterinburg. 

The Kiev message was received at 
Basel, Switzerland, and forwarded 
here by the Havas correspondent in 
that city. 


RUMOURS CIRCULATED. 
The report, of the assassination of 


‘Former Emperor Nicholas~was re- 


ceived in Copenhagen through Stock- 
holm on Tuesday, although it appears 
that rumours that the former emperor 
had been killed by the Bolsheviki had 
been circulating in Russia some days 
previous. The Copenhagen message 
quoted the Russian newspaper Vjia as 
saying that Russian Red Guards had 
murdered the ex-emperor in his resi- 
dence at Yekaterinburg. 

An Exchange Telegraph dispatch 
from Moscow, dated Friday, June 21, 
and received in this country on Wed- 
nesday, declared there was no founda- 
tion for the rumors of the assassina- 
tion and despatches from German 
sources last week reported that the 
former emperor was not at Yekaterin- 
burg, having been removed to Moscow 
for safe keeping. 


ROYAL FLYING CORPS TO 
ENLIST BOYS UNDER 20 


RESERVES CREATED FOR BOYS 
OVER 17 YEARS AND SIX 
MONTHS, UNDER 20 


Capt. M. G. Dover,ein charge of re- 
cruiting for the Royal Flying Corps at 
Calgary, commenced a campaign for 
the recruiting of Royal Flying Corps 
reserves, boys over the age of seven- 
teen years and six months and under 
twenty years of age. These reserves 
will be given cards showing that they 
are in the service and will be called 
up for active service at the training 
camp inside of six months after en- 
listing. 

Capt. Dover calls attention to the 
fact that all men under nineteen years 
and over thirty-four years of age are 
eligible for mechanics in the flying 
corps,-as well as those men who have 
not been called under the Military 
Service act, although of that age. The 
instructions that are sent to all re- 
cruiting committees throughout Can- 
ada are as follows: 


ENLIST MORE MECHANICS 


Owing to the creation of anew unit 
in the Royal Air force, Canada, it has 
become necessary to enlist more me- 
chanics. Men who come under the 
Military service act, including nine- 
teen-year-old class, can only be accept- 
ed if they have not yet been ordered to 
report by the registrar of their dis- 
trict. Only men who are in Medical 
category ‘B’ can be accepted, and these 
must be skilled in one of the under- 
mentioned trades: 

Unskilled men, or men with little 
experience may be enlisted for mis- 
cellaneous labor: Acetylene welders, 
blacksmith, boat builder, camera re- 
pairer,carpenter,coppersmith,draughts- 
men, electricians, fitters, fabric work- 
ers (sailmakers), hospital orderly, in-,

Paris, June 27.—Austria is in seri- 
ous difficulties, but there is great dan- 
ger in hoping too much from them, 
says a French official summary, com- 
menting on the situation in the dual 
monarchy.

NOT ACCEPTABLE-TO 
U.S, AUTHORITIES 


VON KUEHLMANN’S WORDS RE- 
GARDED AS INSINCERE AND 
PART OF HUN SCHEME 


Washington, June 26.—Von /Kuehl- 
mann’s latest peace offensive is re- 
garded officially here like its prede- 
cessors—unacceptable and insincere.

WHAT THE PRESS RECEIVED FOR 
_ ADVERTISING THE VICTORY 
é LOAN. 

Various estimates. have been made 
as to the amount the press received 
from the Government in connection 
with the press publicity for the Victory 
Loan, but the actual figures paid were 
clearly set forth in audited atcounts 
submitted to the Annual Meeting of 
Canadian Press Association, Inc., held 
in Toronto on June 13th and 14th. 

The total amount paid by the Gov- 
ernment for advertising space was 
$165,419.81, which was distributed 
among 1,400 newspapers and other 
publications. Approximately $5,000 
was spent in the preparation and dis- 
tribution to the press of a large num- 
ber of special articles, illustrations, 
cartoons, etc., which were inserted in 
the press without charge. The setting 
of type and making of duplicate plates 
of the advertisements for the various 
publications used and the fees paid to 
agencies for 
their services cost in the neighborhood 
of $37,000, making the total expendi- 
ture $208,166.09. 

As the total cost of floating the loan 
was approximately $5,000,000, the

publicity represents less than .. five 
per cent. of the total expenditure. © It 
is interesting to note also that the 
press publicity only cost one-twentieth 
of one per cent. of the total amount 
subscribed to the loan. 

The press publicity for the loan + was 
handled by Canadian Press’ Associa- 
tion, Inc., and the officers of the Asso- 
ciation and its individual members co- 
operated splendidly in making’ the 
success. During three 
months last fall most of the time of 
the President, Mr. J: H. Woods, Cal- 
gary “Herald,” and the office staff, 
was devoted to the press publicity 
campaign, and for several weeks the 
committee of publishers In charge 
were in almost continuo1s sesrion. 
The individual members, on the other 
lund, contributed, without charge, 
space in thei: newspapers and other 
publications which, if calculated’ at 
their regular: commercial rates, would 
run up to more than the total amount 
paid for advertising space. 

Neither the Canadian Press Astocia- 
tion, Inc., as such, nor any of its offi- 
cers or committees, received any re- 
muneration for their services in con- 
nection with the Loan, those services 
being given voluntarily and in the 
spirit of national service.

THE NEWSPAPER’S PART. 


; The great agency, -of- war’ propa- 
~~ Banda, stiys’the Mail and Empire, is 

the newspaper press. In the Entente 
countries its influence is solidly and 
effectively exerted for the winning of 
the war. No more loyal voluntcer 
force is enlisted against the Naiser 
than that made up of the rank and 
file of the newspapers in the British 
Empire, France, Italy and the United 
States. In all these countries of- 
ficials with high-sounding titles are 
exercising authority as War  propa- 
gandists, Censors, Directors of Pub- 
licity, etc., but without the spontan- 
eous constant and intelligent work of 
the press as an acknowledged Volun- 
tary War Aid Detachment, these offi- 
cials could accomplish Httle or noth- 
ing. In spite of some of them the 
press has been a mighty influence in 
the waging of this war. It has been 

- & power to muster the nation’s defens- 
ive forces, to stimulate the production 
of the necessaries of war, and to set 
the greater and lesser fountains of the 
people’s wealth flowing to the national 
treasuries. It has moved to action 
Governments that seemed to be im- 
mobilized. 

But it has more to do. The con- 
version of public opinion into the great 
war energy that can be made of it is 
not yet complete. The harnessing of 
the full Niagara strength of Canada’s 
might as a war power is an unfinished 
task. Many of our people cannot yet 
see the difference between effort in 
war time and effort at any other time, 
nor perceive that the objects of their 
labor ought to be different from what 
they were in peace—that Patriotism 
should displaee Self. The pressure of 
public opinion must be raised to a 
much higher point throughout Canada 
before it becomes the motive force 
and inspiration that should be driving 
our war operations. Newspaper ser- 
vice can do more than anything else 
to get the whole national power turn- 
ed on. The newspapers of the Domin- 
ion must continue to stir the war spirit 
in every Canadian home. They must 
keep at it until they have all the peo- 
ple thinking militarily in all their re- 
lations. It should be the patriotic 
craving of every farmer to till more 
land in order that there may be more 
food for the soldiers; of the workers 
in all fields of industry to deny them- 
selves in order to spare more for the 
men at the front; of the earners to be 
more thrifty in order to help in finan- 
cing the war. Newspaper despatches 
and newspaper articles about the war 
ought to be assigned to inflame public 
feeling against the enemy and rouse 
to fighing pitch the temper of our peo- 
ple from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 
If the press keeps at it, faithfully re- 
porting and pressing home the news 
of the war, the Entente countries will 
keep on reinforcing their armfes and 
finding the means to sustain them. 

It is true, the ugly facts of the war 
situation will not be scared away by 
newspaper optimism. It is not dy 


ate od tek I so 


putting any gloss on war events that 
the -press can make itself most use- 
ful. When the news is serious the 
press ought to say so. Bad news gives 
an impulse to recruiting, and recruit- 
ing is what is now needed. The bal- 
ance of man power is in favor of the 
enemy. The only way to correct that 
state of affairs is to make it known. 
The knowledge, especially if urgently 
dwelt upon, will work in an inscrutable 
way in the minds of readers and will 
bring thousands more to the resolution 
to enlist. It will facilitate the work- 
ing of the compulsory service law, and 
will stiffen the will of the non-com- 
batants to keep the channels of sup- 
plies filled. 

If Germany had also the balance of 
sea-power we might well feel doubt- 
ful about turning the fortunes of war. 
But she has no sea-power that dare 
show its nose on the ocean routes ex- 
cept her submarines. Her merchant 
marine had to quit the sea at the be- 
ginning of the war. Germany’s isola- 
tion from the ways of traffic on the 
high seas has brought her to an econ- 
omic plight that pressed her to strike 
with all her might now. Not only does 
the food pinch thus operate, but so 


also does the realization that the bal- 


ance of man power in her favor is’ be- 
ing lessened-evary day by the balance 
of sea-power being against her, as the 
Entente ships are landing forces from 
the United States in rapid succession. 
If the Entente nations as a whole do 
as well as their armies the victory 
will be theirs.

DENMARK’S HOGS REDUCED. 


Denmark’s stock of swine has been 
reduced from 2,500,000 head at the 
beginning of the war to 400,000 at the 
present time. In 1913 Denmark's 
total exports of pork were nearly 
250,000 tons, of which almost half 
went to England. Canada's opport- 
unity now is to increase her exports 
from 130,304,947 pounds, the latest 
conservative figures for 1916, to any- 
where up to 1,261,082,032, the total 
requirements for Britain.

“Independence of Persia and the 
wiping out of British influence there. 

“Domination of the Black Sea, by 
placing an Ottoman prince in Crimea, 
a German prince in Georgia, and an 
Austrian prince in Armenia, as re- 
gents. 

Austria to keep the occupied por- 
tions of Northern Italy until Tripoli, 
Dodecunense and Cyrenaica are re- 
turned to Turkey.”

To the Editor, Red Deer News: 
Dear Sir—The main road from Red 
Deer and Penhold to Pine Lake pas- 
ses through here, and I think it is time 
something was done to stop the speed- 
ing of motorists passing this way, es- 
pecially on Sundays. Before coming 
into Edwell, there is half a mile of 
grade with muskeg on either side, 
which the L.ID., with its usual sagac- 
ity and foresight have built (in com- 
mon with other grades in the country) 
just wide enough for one team to trav- 
el at a time. Now, Sir, these motor- 
ists rush across this grade regardless 
of any teams coming in the opposite 
direction and the teamsters have the 
option of being run down or forced 
into the ditch. I though the rule of 
the road was that each vehicle was 
entitled to half the road, but it seems 
to me that the motorists consider 
themselves entitled to the whole of 
it. 
Now, Sir, every Sunday the resi- 
dents here are in the habit of attend- 
ing church and Sunday school, and it 
it not everybody’s horses that are ac- 
customed to motor cars, and it does 
not seem right to me that one can 
only drive to church at the risk of 
being forced off the grade into the 
ditch (which in many cases is none too 
shallow) and riak~an accident on ac- 
count of the selfishness of these road 
hogs. These motorists forget that 
at one time they were thankful for a 
team of cayuses and a buckboard to 
drive perhaps 50 miles to sell their 
butter and eggs, but having made 
money, in many cases out of the pres- 
ent war, they have acquired swelled 
heads and consider that everybody 
else has to get out of their way. 
I would like to say that we in the 
country pay taxes for the upkeep of 
the roads, whereas the motorists 
contribute nothing, therefore we have 
a better right to the use of the roads 
than they.

I will venture to 
say that 9 out of 10 of the present 
objectors are men who frequented, 
more or less, billiard halls from 
5 to 20 years’ago and they imagine 
conditions are the same today as they 
were then, and they would rather their 
boys did not have a chance of the 
same. For the benefit of these I wish 
to say that they are entirely mistaken. 
and a present day examination of con- 
ditions would undoubtedly change 
their opinion considerably. I notice

The word pool suggests gambling and 
makes a_lot:of people think who don’t 
know the: {difference; that. our places 
are gambling houses and not billiard 
halls at/all.: None of the: large manu- 
facturing and distributing houses for 
billiard supplies:‘recognize the word 
pool-at: all. .They are endeavoring to 
have the word done. away with in con- 
nection with billiard halls on this ac- 
count. 
My information’as, to how the word 
pool came to be: ie 
gone by, principally; in the United 
States, there were ‘large pools run on 
horse races, : ball ‘games, prize fights, 
etc, and the results * were ‘generally 
received by wire at. the different billi- 
ard halls. This practice was carried 
out to such an extent that finally the 
places got to be called pool rooms in- 
stead of by their right name, and it 
still clings to them, although the pools 
themselves have long since been dis- 
continued. 
The next subject of complaint, and 
the only one for which there is any 
justification whatever, is the bad lan- 
guage, and this is greatly exaggerated. 
This is the hardest matter of all for 
the proprietors to handle, as it doesn’t 
matter how you look at it, it is a diffi- 
cult proposition to stop anyone in any 
place from ‘talking, but I will say this, 
in the past twelve months the rough 
talk has been cut down at least 50 
per cent, and if the proprietors are 
left alone to work :the matter out, I 
honestly believe that in a very short 
time it will be entirely eliminated, and 
believe me, none will be more pleased 
when this stage is reached than the 
proprietors themselves. When  suctl. 
things are allowed to run for a number 
of years they: can not be stopped in a 
day, and.I think-if the people at the 
head of this movement would give the 
proprietors a little reasonable credit 
for what they have accomplished, in- 
stead of running them down in the 
way they do, they would make much 
better progress, and right here I want 
to say to the parents, honestly, and as 
Q@ parent myself, you want to look for 
the trouble in some place else. The 
boys are not allowed in the Dilliard 
hall under 17 years of age, and they 
can come the day after they are 17 
yéara of age and use the filthiest lan- 
guage and express it in a modern and 
scientific way that will take the breath 
away from the. oldest and most seas- 
oned person in the place. They learn 
it all in some placa before they are 
allowed: in a billiard hall at all, and 
personally I would prefer to keep my 
own four boys right in a billiard hall 
until past that age, and I am satisfied 
they would know less wrong than they 
would going through the usual course 
of life. If parents run around to so 
many church and other meetings, and 
let their boys drift around the streets 
and pick up evil, they have no right 
to blame the billiard halls for a re- 
grettable habit their boys acquire be- 
fore they are allowed in a billiard hall, 
nor expect the billiard hall proprietors 
to break them of a habit they have 
already given way to. 
“In conclusion I wish to say to those 
who age not personally acquainted 
with the circumstances, that billiard 
halls are not the hell holes pictured 
by some of our fanatical friends, but 
rather a place of helpful recreation, 
where all can come and enjoy a game 
of billiards when they have nothing 
else to do, both summer and winter, 
and be none the worse for their ex-

New York, June 28.—Further proof 
that the insidious operations of Joseph 
F. Rutherford, head of the Internation- 
al Bible’ Students’ association, and 
other followers of the late Pastor 
Russell, who have been sentenced to 
20 years’ imprisonment for conspiracy 
to.cause insubordination in the armed 
forces of the United States, were car- 
ried on abroad has been furnished by 
the department, of Justice. ~ 


firmed the information that the Rus- 
sellites fostered. a vigorous and vicious 
propaganda ‘in “an. attempt © to ‘break 
down the morale of the Italian army. 

The. new charges: contain the in- 
formation that “Judge” Rutherford, 
under: the guise of religious work, cir- 
culated vicious -anti-war . propaganda 
among the soldiers of the Italian army. 
The Watch Tower Bible and Tract so- 
ciety, managed by Rutherford and his 
associates, was the medium through 
which they hoped to spread discon- 
tent, according to the government 
authorities. These were mailed into 
Italy through Greece. 

GOVERNMENT STATEMENT 

It was not until after the Russell- 
ites had been sentenced that the new 
information was made public. Wheth- 
er any further action will be taken in 
the matter is still unknown. The 
statement of the department of justice 
was as follows: 
“Under the guise of religious work 
J. F. Rutherford circulated throughout 
the country and in several of the can- 
tonments a large amount of vicious 
anti-war propaganda. 

“Shortly prior to the trial of the 
Russellites this government received 
formal complaint from the Italian gov- 
ernment to the effect that the Watch 
Tower Bible and Tract Society, man- 
aged by Rutherford and his associates, 
had succeeded in circulating in. the 
Italian armies a quantity of anti-war 
propaganda, which had been mailed 
into Italy from Greece. 

“The facts and documents presented 
to thls government by the Italian gov- 
ernment, together with the facts dis- 
closed in the trial court demonstrated 
clearly that Rutherford and his asso- 
ciates, while issuing what were os- 
tensibly publications of a strictly re- 
ligious character, were-in fact using 
certain of these publications as a 
medium for circulating vicious propa- 
ganda solely intended to hamper the 
prosecution of the war by the United 
States.” 

WILL CONTINUE WORK, LEADER 
SAYS 

According to Special Prosecutor Oe- 
land, no decision has been made by 
the government as to whether pro- 
ceedings would be started against the 
International Bible Students’ associa- 
tion or the local institutions, the 
People’s Pulpit Association, and the 
Watch Tower Bible and Tract society. 

Despite the prison sentences im- 
posed on Rutherford and his asso- 
ciates, their followers insist that it 
will have no effect on the society. The 
work will be carried on as before, ac- 
cording to a prominent member.

UNWAVERING FOR 
WINNING THE WAR 


ISH CONFERENCE MAKES 
POSITION PLAIN. 


London, June 26.—At the opening 
of the conference of the Labor party 
here this morning, W. F. Purdy, the 
presiding officer, made it clear that 
there would be no wavering among 
the members of the party in their de- 
termination to bring the war to a suc- 
cessful conclusion. Having spoken of 
the necessity for reconstructing the 
party, chairman Purdy said: 

“But let us not forget that all plans 
for reconstruction and all hope of re- 
building a better social and industrial 
life after the war depends on one car- 
dinal fact—which, whether we will it 
or not is ever present—and that is the 
winning of the war. Not the winning 
of the war out of a spirit of vengeance, 
but because labor the world over has 
everything to gain by the crushing of 
that spirit of militarism and domina- 
tion which has been the outstanding 
policy of the central powers for gener- 
ations. , 


~ GERMANS SHOWN UP. 


“The Russian and Roumanian peace 
conditions,” continued the speaker, 
“throw an illuminating light on the 
peace terms they would impose if they 
obtained victory. We cannot and will 
not accept any such terms. The trade 
union labor movements have declared 
that they want no inconclusive peace. 
The war aims of the movement repre- 
sent what we are fighting for. These 
principles admit of no compromise. 
They represent the principles on 
which, we believe, a genuine and 
world-peace can be secured.” 

Mr. Purdy appealed for unity in 
the party and the nation without 
which, he said, their war aims could 
not be secured. As far as labor was 
concerned, he declared, after the war 
a strong industrial organization, 
backed by a strong political labor 
party, was the hope of the future. 

In addition to many British repre- 
sentatives the conference was attend- 
ed by Albert Thomas, French Social- 
ist leader; Hjalmar Branting, the pro- 
minent Swedish socialist; Emile Van- 
dervelde, the Belgian minister of 
munitions, and Camille Huysmans, 
the Belgian secretary of the Interna- 
tional Socialist organization.

BRITISH LABOR ENDS TRUCE IN 
POLITICS. 
London, June 26.— The _ British 
Labor party, at its conference held 
here today, passed a resolution to the 
effect that the party political truce, 
which has been in effect in Great 
Britain since early in the war, should 
no longer be recognized. 
Delegates representing 1,704,000 
votes favored the resolution, while 
representatives of 915,000 votes were 
against it.

distribution is so disorganized . that 
even were the. peasants of the land 
producing their, usual amount of food- 
stuffs, the people in the manufactur- 
ing population would still be without 
the necessary food, supplies to sustain 
them in safety and comfort. Unless 
the people of Russia steady down and 
organize themselves or allow other 
authorities to organize them, there is 
@ possibility of one of the most stu- 
pendous disasters to a nation and a 
great people that ever occurred in his- 
tory. Without authority for whom 
they have fear and respect, the Rus- 
sian, peasant seems to be without 
motive or initiative. We read of peas- 
ants in their anger against the prop- 
erty holding class of the late aristo- 
crat regime, destroying not only the 
personal effects of the nobility and the 
owning class, but the very crops which 
they had themselves under the former 
social organization produced for the 
nation at large. In their re-action 
against property owning, they have 
destroyed the goose that laid the gold- 
en eggs. We read of peasants in cer- 
tain villages having gone to such ex- 
tremes as to seize the cattle of the 
local land owner, now deposed, flay 
them alive and turn them loose. With- 
out the old motive of compulsion to 
cullivate ‘ne land for the land owuer, 
now that the land has reverted to the 
peasants and they themselves are ihe 
owners, they have neglected to work 
6nd tc produce the necessaries of life: 
Tc such a wees is the nation drifting 
that recent dispatches have reportsd 
that the so-called Government of the 
present day Russia are sending pleno- 
potentiaries to China, the formerly de- 
spised and so-called decadent neighbor 
to the east, to make arrangements for 
provisions to tide them over the win- 
ter. It is difficult to imagine China, 
one of the most densely populated 
areas in the world, living largely on 
rice and meagre fare, having sufficient 
surplus to feed 150,000,000 people in 
starving Russia. 

Bolshevism is sometimes quoted in 
this country as an ideal, worthy of 
imitation. Ths pass to which Russia 
has drifted is a warning that Bolshev- 
ism and insanity are not very far 
apart. The nation that will weather 
the storm of this war the best is the 
nation that organizes most efficiently 
and disciplines itself most strictly. 
Production must be carried on to the 
limit of our powers. Destructive crit- 
icism and petty fault finding are weak- 
nesses and dangers. Unity of pur- 
pose and constituted leadership is 
essential. It is a case of a strong pull, 
a long pull and a pull together. Men 
must be found for the army, for muni- 
tion making and for food production. 
Non-essential industries must provide 
men for essential industries. Women 
in this country must tuke the places 
of men to the limit of their power 
when called upon. Farmers must re- 
cognize the necessities of war and the 
public in general must ‘unite to save 
the harvest of 1918.

Meved it would be better to have the 
second eighth grade room in the High 
School building, instead of the fifth 
grade which had been there the past 
term.

1917 High School Potato Fund-was to 
be used next Christmas to send com- 
fort boxes to High School boys over- 
seas, together with the 1918 yield. The 
Board will make arrangements to look 
after the plots during the summer. 
Teachers Engagements and Salaries 

Owing to the effect of the 1918 school 
legislation fixing the minimum salary 
in an ungraded school at $840 for the 
school year, the Board felt it necessary 
to increase the public school teachers’ 
salaries $50 to $100 each, according to 
circumstances and length of service, 
making a.total public school staff in- 
crease,of $1,070. Miss Springbett was 
remoying to Vancouver, owing to fam- 
fly. considerations, and Mrs. Holt, for- 
merly Miss Patterson, who has been 
teaching in England, was re-appointed 
to teach at North Red Deer. In case 
there is another vacancy, as appears 
possible, the Board decided on the ap- 
pointment to be made. The salaries of 
the three High School teachers were 
fixed at $1950, $1550 and $1350, an in- 
crease of $100 each. The Board figur- 
ed out that the three teachers were 
covering the work usually allotted to 
four teachers, and that the percapita 
cost per pupil on last year’s enrollment 
was lower than that of any high school 
in Alberta. The present Public and 
High School teachers‘ will be offered 
re-engagement on the basis of salaries 
“| set.

DISTRICT COURT 


(Before Judge Mahaffy) 

Sorelle v Baker et al. Action by 
Frank Sorelle, ef Bowden, against 
John and Alfred Baker, farmers near 
Innisfail, for $438, balance of threshing 
contract. The defence was that John 
Baker had entered into agreement with 
the plaintiff's threshing outfit through 
another party, in the absence of the 
plaintiff, and this party, who was in the 
employ of the plaintiff at the time was 
now at Ponoka. After John Baker had 
had the threshing done he sold the 
place to his brother Alfred. The judge 
could not see how he could hold Alfred 
Baker responsible for a_ threshing 
contract with which apparently he had 
nothing to do, but gave judgment 
against John Baker for claim and costs.
